Feng Yu-hsiang has recommended 
Tong Yuch-liang, the ex-Vice Foreign 
Minister of the National Government, 
to Yen Hai-shan as Provisional Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs of the new, Pek- 
ing Government. \ 

Yen and Feng have decided to com- 
mence military activities on April 1. 
Yen will proceed to Peking to organise 
the new ‘Government, while Feng will 
direct opérations at the front. 


Szechuen Sijuation 
2 Chungking, Wednesday. 

.General Yang Sen assumed on March 
23 the office of C.LC, of the Eastern 
Route, to which post he was appointed 
by Wu Pei-fu. Generals Yang Sen 
and Tien Chung-yue are reported to 
have made war preparations against 
Liu Hslang at Chungking who remains 
loyal to the Central Government. 

Rebela Routed 
Heuchow, Wednesday. 

With tho assistance of the 3rd Na- 
tional Division under General Chen 
Chi-cheng, General Han Fu-kui defeat- 
ed on March 25 the rebels under Sun 
Tien-ying on the Lung-Hal line. Gen- 
eral Han is now at Livho to direct re- 
habilitation ‘and to order the repair of 
bridges destroyed by rebels. 


Kaifeng-Hauchow Traffic 


Nanking, Wednesday. 

Following the defeat of the rebels 
under Sun Tien-ying on the Lung-Hai 
line, the railway traffic béetwees Kai- 
feng and Hsuchow has been restored.

Wong Kiu, a married Chinese 
woman, who appeared before Mr. 
T. S. Whyte-Smith Inst week on a 
charge of putting lysol Into her 
mother-in-law’s wine at 149, Re- 
clamation Strect,,and was ordered 
to the prison hospital for observa- 
tion of her mentality, made ayother 
appearance at the Kowloon Ma- 
gistracy this morning. The Court 
was crowded with interested spec- 
tators. 

The Magistrate, reading the pri- 
sou medical officer’s report, said 
that so far there were no obvious 
signa of insanity. in the woman, 
and he auggested that she be sent 
to the Government Civil Hospital. 

All the members of the household 
were in Court, and the husband said 
that he wished his wife to come 
back to the house, but he would not 
agree to living away from his 
father and mother—a auggestion 
put forward by Det.-Inspector 
Fallon. 

The Magistrate cautioned the 
woman, and bound her over to be 
of good behaviour a year and to 
come up for aentencé. when requir- 
ed. 

Father-in-law’s Fears 

The father-in-law, who at first 
agreed to the woman's return to 
the house, put a different complex- 
jon on the case after she was 
bound over. He told the Inter- 
preter to Jet it be known that the 
woman, when she returned to the 
house, might run away or even 
commit suicide! 

Inspector Fallon pinted out that 
the father-in-law was one of -those 
people who thought a lot of them- 
selves, and had tried to teach him, 
when he arrested the woman! The 
officer declared that where fathers- 
in-law and mothers-fn-law were 
concerned in a household there was 
always. trouble! 

' The police officer, suggested that 
he would take all the parties before 
the S.C.A., and then they could de- 
cide what could be done to avert 
any more serious trouble.

MR. CHURCHILL'S WARNING 
London, Yesterday. 

The passage of the Government's 
Coal Bill in the House of Commons 
is assured by the decision of the 
Liberals not to support vital 
amendments and to abstain from 
voting at the third reading of the 
Bill. 

Dangerous Compact ~ - 

The danger of a Liberal Labour 
compact to the Conservative Party 
was the theme of a speech by Mr, 
Winston Churchill at Peking. - He 
declared that {t was more than pro- 
bable that Liberals and Socialists 
had recently reached an under- 
standing which may mean that the 
Socialists will be kept in office until 
the Electoral Reform Bill is passed, 
and the Conservatives In 1931 might 
have to.face.a’ “Lib Lab” combina- 
tion, working a'“dear food” cry for 
all it was worth, after twisting the 
electoral law into a form most 
harmful to Conservative and Im- 
perial interests.—Reuter. 

Miners’ Working Hours 
Rugby, Yesterday. 

A conference was held ‘to-day 
between representatives of the 
miner’ and coalowners ‘to discuss 
the question of the miners’ work- 
ing hours, which fa now the aub- 
ject of legislation, with a view to 
reaching an amicable agreement. 
It was afterward stated that certain 
proposals had been made which

The firat, which was 
regarded by the S.P.C.A. to be 
most humane, was to carry the 
bird in the hollow of one’s hand, 
as was described by the Veterin- 
ary Surgeon. 

Secondly, a chicken could be 
carried by ita legs: with head 
downwards, with string, and a 
almilar method without string, as 
a third. The fourth was that of 


carrying the chicken by the wings, 


without string at all. 


Mr. Whyte-Smith asked the 
Veterinary Surgeon, from . his 
knowledge of the anatomy‘of the 
bird, and from his long experi- 
ence, what method he regarded as 
correct for the carrying of a 
chicken, and he Parlin as report. 
ed above. | 

But, Mr.. Mackenzie pointed out, 
with the’ ideal method there was 
the possibility of the bird flap- 
ping its wings, and thus. that |.was 
method was. rendered impractic- 
able, especially in the case of a 
purchaser who had his or her 
hands full with other things, 

Regarding the second method, 
the witness stated that it would 
cause undue suffering if the string 
were tight, and it would also give 
cramp after a little duration. 

The Magistrate ‘Indicated that 
the question before them was the 
carrying of a chicken by the 
wings with ‘string—did {t consti- 
tute cruelty? 

Soffering Later 

Mr. Mackenzie replied that to 
earry a chicken by the wings, 
with simply the hands, and no 
string, would cause the fowl! a 
little discomfort, but after a tong 
time it would suffer.’ 


He made it clear.that insite 
a‘chicken by the wings suapend- 
ed with string was definitely re- 
garded os cruelty. 

The Magistrate ‘queried what 
effect there would be on a chicken 
|| which was cartled by its legs with 
head. downward?’ '* . 

To this witness replied that it 
would cause cramp.and a rush of 
blood to the head, also discomfort. 

Divisional Inspector Marks:

Shelley Court, Tite Street, 


BRITAIN LOST HALF HER INDIAN

MORE JAPANESE IMPORTS 


‘In the House of Commons to-day’ 
Sir Herbert Samuel, the Liberal 
leader, raised the question of un- * 
employment in the cotten industry. 
He observed that trade depression 
in Lancashire was worse than it had 
been within the knowledge. of tho 
whole generation. The cause of the 
perilous condition of the industry av: 
this moment was to be found in the 
decline of exports, In’ India we - 
had lost half the cotton trade. 
Under shelter of the cotton ‘tariff, 
Indian production of cotton goods 
had inereased, while the imports .- 
of Japanese cotton goods into India 
had grown enormously. Prefer- 
ence, supposed to be given to Bri- 
tish cotton as against Japanese, 
was regarded here as in no degree 
balancing the large duties on 
British cotton. : :

UNITED STATES HAS $1,000,000 
"MORE THAN BRITAIN 


COUNTRY “ON HER FEET” 


One-fifth of the national wealth 
of Canada is represented by invest- 
manta tiade by Great Britain, 


United States and ‘other countries,’ | 


according to the latest estimate 
by tho Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics at Ottawa. The United States 
accounts for $3,286,786,000, Great 
Britain $2,209,517,000 and other 
nations together $245,740,000. The 
national wealth of the Dominion is 
placed between $27,000,000,000 and 


The British investments in 
Canada are'chiofly in railways, the 
amount being: nearly half .of the 
total investments of Great Britain in 
Canada. In industries the amount 
inveatea Is $323,834,000, and in 
other investments, including Gov- 
ernment securities, $799,574,000. 
Canada has $131,911,000 invested in 
Great Britain. 

The United States investments in 
Canada are divided among Govern- 
ment securities, $857,606,000; rafl- 
ways, 509,463,000; other public 
utilities, $301,376,000; industries, 
$1,328,550,000; and other invest 
ments $289,791,000. Against this, 
Canada has invested in the United 
States $874,626,000, chiefly in 
securities and bank balances, with 
about one-fifth in industries. 

The industrial Mvestments of 
the United States in Canada consist 
not only of branch plants for the 
manufacture of ; many nationally 
advertised products, but mainly in 
the industries arising out of the 
development of national resources. 
For example, there is more United 
Statea capital in the pulp paper 
and lumber industries than in all 
the branch factories of American 
firms, while mining and the metal 
industries together claim an even 
greater investment. 


Canadians are estimated to own: 


from 65 to 65 per cent. of the 
securities of all enterprises located 
on Canadian soll. Canadian in- 
vestments abroad amount’ to 
$1;579,074,000, which fs a quarter 
of the amount of outside invest- 
mont in Canada, For a nation of 
only ten million people this figura 
can be regarded aa creditable, and 
reflects a growing international 
outlook in affairs financial.

“Description” should fol- 
low as closely as possible the 
classification list which will short- 
ly be published: price 50 cents, 
obtainable at the Statistical 
Office. “Weight or measurement” 
should be given according to the 
classifier used in the Nst for each 
type of goods.

Previous to the discovery of the 
oplum the accused had claimed that 
a part of the luggage belonged to a 
friend who had left it in his charge 
and showned R. 0. Ward a letter 
from this friend. The reason: the. 
guit case was prised open was be- 
cause the accused eaid that he only 
had keys for his own luggage. 

The luggage was then taken to the 
I, & EB. Office where they ‘were 
examined and opium was found in 
six sult cases. These cases. were 
all. opened with keys produced 
by accused, ‘ 

The Monopoly Analyst’s report

GERMAN SHIPPING 
_ AFTER THE WAR 


RE-ESTABLISHMENT OF THE 
MERCHANT LINES 


—_— \ 
, LOST TONNAGE REGAINED : 

The Versailles Treaty forced Ger- 
many to surrender the whole of her 
merchant fleet to the victorious 
Powers. All. German-owned mer- 
chant ships exceeding 1,600 gross 
reg. tons, 60 per cent..of the vessels 
aggregating between 1,000 and 
1,600 gross reg, tons, and 25 per 
cent. of the total number of fishing 
craft had to be handed over to the 
Reparation Commission. After 
these demands had been fulfilled, 
about 600,000 tong of shipping were 
still left te the country out of the 
5,200,000 tonsa she had owned in 
1914; and this tonnage did not in 
clude a single sea-going vessel. 

In spite, however, of the adverso 
conditions ruling after the close of 
the war, German . shipowners im- 
mediately started upon the work of 
reconstruction, the most difficult 
tadk being the provision of an ade 
equate mercantile fleet. The bulld- 
ing progamme was accordingly com- 
menced in 1920 and was more or 
lesa completed in 1924, by which 
time the fleet owned. by Germany 
aggregated about 8,000,000 tons. 

It stands to reason that the Ger- 
man shipowners had to utilize their 
own resources and to draw upon 
their credit to the utmost possible 
extent in order to create 244 mil 
llong of new tonnage within hardly 
more than four years’ time. The 
whole working profits had to be 
utilized for reconstruction purposes 
and dividends could not be dis- 
tributed at all, The funds placed 
at the disposal of shipowners: in 
accordance with an agreement con- 
cluded between them and the Gov- 
ernment in 1921 were barely suffir 
cient, owing to the rapid deprecia- 
tion of the national currency, to 
enable them to provide one-third of 
the lost tonnage. 

_ Additional’ Ships 

Since 1924 a number of additional 
ships have been ordered by the big 
German shipping comptnies, 30 
that Germany’s present mercantile 
marine aggregates about 4,000,000 
tons, i.e. 75 per cent, of Its pre-war 
tonnage. Special reference should 
be made to the two big express 
steamers built for the North Ger- 
man Lloyd—the 3.3. Bremen and 
Europa—and to the 1926/27 bulld- 
ing programme of the Hamburg- 
American Line under which 20 
vessels aggregating 150,000 gross 
reg. tons were ordered and complet- 
ed, their number including tho 
16,600-ton motor-ships St. Louis and 
Milwaukee, engaged in, the North 
Atlantic service, The same com- 
pany have now another eight fast 
cargo boats building for them. 

The re-establishment of the ser- 
vices formerly maintained by the 
German Lines proceeded simultane- 
ously with the rebuilding of the 
fleet. The Hapag, naturally, were 
chiefly interested in the resumption 
of ‘the North Atlantic. services, 
‘which. have always constituted the 
backbone of their trade. Accord- 
ingly, an agreement providing for 
the establishment of joint services, 
mainly on the Hamburg-New' York 
rolite, was concluded in 1920 with 
the United American Linea, ‘this be- 
ing the nqme given to ‘the con- 
solidated shipping interesta of the 
Harriman concern. The agree- 
ment benefited both parties alike and 
was modified In 1926, after being in 
force for six years, by mutual con- 
sent, the Hapag acquiring the whole | 
of Mr.

steamers Resolute, “Reliance and 
Cleveland, which were—and still are 
—employed on-the Narth Atlantic 
route. Sinee then: » the Hamburg: 
Now -York service is maintained 
again by the Hapag under their own 
flag. No less than nine vessels 
aggregating about 175,000 gross 
reg. tons—Including tho two big 
motor-ships St... Louis and 
Milwaukee, which were completed 
last year—are now engaged by them 
in that service. Among the com- 
pany’s North Atlantic fleet are also 
the four well-known  21,000-ton 
steamers of the ‘Albert Ballin class, 
viz., the a.s. Albert, Ballin, Deutach- 
land, Hamburg, and New York, built 
in 1923/27, which are now con- 
verted Into seven-day vessels at the 
yard of «Messrs, Blohm & Voss, 
Hamburg. avs 
North German-Lloyd 

Similar steps were taken by the 
North German Lloyd in connection 
with the re-establishment of thelr 
New York service. 

Gradually it also became possible 
to resume the other services former- 
ty maintained by German shipping 
companies: As early as 1920 4 
service to the West Indies, Mexico 
and Central America ‘was created, 
and this was followed up by another 
one to South ‘America. The 
African service jointly maintained 
by the Woermann. Line, the Ger- 
man East African Line, the Ham- 
burg, & Bremen Africa Line and 
the Hapag (African Service) Is in 
full force again, ' Services to Bri- 
tish India were likewise reopened in 
1920. The ..German-Australian 
Steamship Company, . now amalga- 
mated with the Hapag, again serves 
the Netherlands Indies and Aus- 
tralia, whilst more:than twenty 
modern boats are employed by the 
Hamburg-American Line on the 
Far Eastern berth, in addition to 
the services run by other owners. 
The seaports in the Enstern 
Mediterranean are principally Jook- 
ed after by the German Levant Line, 
owned by the Hapag. 

The recent history of German 
shipping is characterized by the 
tendencies towards amalgamation. 


It must suffice to recall the fusion of | 


the Kosmos Line and the German- 
Australian Steamship Company in 
1920, the acquisition of the capital 
stock of the Hago Stinnes Lines by 
that concern in-1928, and-the mer- 
ger of the ‘combined Kosmos- 
Austral-Stinnes concern with _ the 
Hapag in 1926, Since then the 
Hapag are once more Germany's 
biggest shipping undertaking, no 
less than 1,100,000 gross reg. tons 
being owned by them, whilst ser- 
vices are maintained by them to 
every continent, 
Europe Service 

Apart from the Hapag, the follow- 
ing are among the country’s big- 
gest shipping lines, thelr compara- 
tive sizes being indicated by the 
order in which they are named: the 
North German Lloyd, the Hansa 
Line, the Hamburg-South American 
S.S. Company,, and the two 
African Lines.....The remaining 
undartaking—alput 200 altogether 
—ara much smaller ‘and are mainly 
engaged in segriees to European 
ports.

SHIP & AIR TRAFFIC 


IN GERMANY 


CLOSER CO-OPERATION TO BE 
EXPECTED WN THE FUTURE, © 


EARLY FLIGHTS RECALLED 


The development of Germany's 
alr services has proceeded in close 
collaboration with the country’s 
shipping business. 

The undertakings devoted to air 
traffic were from the very start 
intimately associated with the big- 
gest German shipping companies, 
ie, the Hapag and: the Lloyd. 
Thus, the Deutsche Luftreederei 
(established 1917) was jointly 
founded by the Hapag, the A.E.G, 
and the Zeppelin Coinpany, whils 
the Lloyd Luftdlenst G.mb.H: 
(established a little later) wad 
intimately linked up with the North 
German Lloyd. This interest of 
the two shipping companies in tho 
air services continued to be main- 
tained when, early in 1926, practi- 
cally the whole of these ‘ services 
were combined under the designa- 
tion of Deutsche Luft Hansa A.G. 
Hapag and Lloyd are the genera) 
agents of this corporation, and 
tickets may be booked at ‘ any. of 
thelr travel: bureaus. 

A new era in the history of 
Germany’s air traffic commenced 
when, about two or three years ago, 
the problem of crossing the 
Atlantic by means of aeroplanes 
was first tackled in earnest. The 
flights then attempted — more 
especially that undertaken by Kohl, 
Fitzmaurice and von Hunefeld,— 
were mainly financed by the two big 
shipping concerns, whose’ vessels 
were also placed at the disposal of 
the flyers for the transmission of 
wireless messages concerning their 
position, etc. 

The Hamburg-American Line, re- 
cognizing that the future  trans- 
oceanic flyers must be trained in 
ocean navigation just as, thoroughly 
as in flying, ,have made’ arrange: 
menta whereby. some of their 
officers are permanently sent to 
flying colleges. The same company 
caused two well-known German 
jurists to draw up an expert opinion 
on the subject of, the numerous pro: 
blems connected with the interna. 
tional law of the air, which gives a 
critical analysis of the position. 

Graf Zeppelin 

As early as 1910 Count Zeppelin 
got into touch with Albert Ballin, 
the general manager of the Hapag. 
who had already offered to co- 
operate with him after ‘the 
Echterdingen disaster (1908), when’ 
the only then existing airship was 
destroyed. Tho agreement con- 
cluded between the Hapag and the: 
Zeppelin Company—under the terms 
of which the Hapag undertook the 
whole of the publicity work as well 
as making the passenger arrange- 
ments for the alr services—forms 
the basis of the friendly collabora- 
tion between the two corporations 

which hag now continued uninter- 
ruptedly for about two decades with 
the only exception of the years of 
war. The great success achieved 
by such co-operation’ became 
especially evident last summer in 
connection with the grand flights 
then carried out by the airship 
Graf Zeppelin.

PIRACY ON’ INLAND! 
WATERS 


TWO MORE DARING CASES 
REPORTED 


$1,500 STOLEN FROM STEAMER 

Two more daring Inland waters 
piracles are reported, - the Laou 
Kung Mei S.N. Co.’s 8.8, Dah-cht 
end the Yun-yuan, belonging to 
the Tatung S.N. Co, being held 
up. Following upon another 
piracy which had occurred near 
the same place only a few days 
before, the Tatung Co.’s vessel’ 
Yun-yuan was on its way from 
Shanghai to Changshu at about 
11 o'clock on the right of March 
6. Upon reaching 2 pacé known 
as Wantang, it was hailed by a 
number of pfrates ‘on board a 
large junk, who called upon the 
master to stop. In order to en- 
force their order, the pirates fir- 
ed a number of shots across the 
ship's bows. Seeing there was 
nothing else to do but obey, the 
master of the Yun-yuan brought 
his boat to a halt. Clambering 
aboard, a‘ dozen pirates, : fully 
armed, conducted a systematic 
search of the passengers and the 
crew. Having gathered together 


‘about $1,500 worth of property, 


mostly in clothing and jewellery, 
they took their departure, firing 
more shots into the air. The Yun- 
yuan’s arrival at Changshu was 
delayed for. several hours, but the 
matter was. not reported to the 
company until she returned to 
Shanghai on March 11. 
Suspictous Junk 

The Dah-chi, which was pirat- 
ed at 10.40 p.m. on March 9, is 
also engaged on the Shanghai- 
Changshu service. She had left 
Shanghai and had reached Nan- 
wanching, a village about five Ii, 
when’ the crew 
spotted a Jarge junk ahead, the 
occupants of which were acting, 
fn a very suspicious manner. 
The master fssued nn order for 
full speed ahead in the hope of 
passing the junk without incident. 
But the captain’s ruse failed to 


work, for the pirates, after firing |, 


several score of shots at the Dah- 
got on board and held up 
both crew and the seven passen- 
gers. Dissatified. with the small 
amount of booty, they removed 
the ship’s cargo, valued at about 
$2,000, to their junk, this work 
taking nearly three hours. Hav- 
ing accomplished this, the gang 
escaped. On account of these 
constant piracies, other steamers 
and launches which were to have 
left Shanghai failed to leave. 
Petitions have been addressed to 
the authorities for protection, 
failing receipt of which the ship- 
ping companies threaten to sus- 
pend business., 


the Sinwanpao’ says:—"Following 
the piracy of the . Yun-yuan and 
Dah-chi, both of which are en- 
gaged on the run between Shang- 
hai and Changshu, the steamers 
Ping-an ,and Ka-ho, on the Soo- 
chow-Kasing run, were pirated at 
Lungwangmiao, on the Tahu Lake 
regions. Though no loss of fife 
has been Involved, the fact that 
four piracies have been. reported 
within three days should be suffi- 
clent warning to would-be passen- 
gers travelling to these places by 
steamer, Though not uncommon 
in the interfor, plraclea hitherto 
have been rare in Klangsu Pro- 
vince. Passengers. intending to 
travel by land may avold being 
held up’ and robbed by using 
other routes, but communication 
between the places mentioned is 


no’ land 

available. - The shipping services 
have now been suspended. It Is, 
therefore, very important that 


the situation. What these means 
are, depends entirely upon the au:
